Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The amendment to independent claim 1 is sufficient to overcome the previous 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record neither discloses nor suggests a production method of a 
multilayer electronic device including the steps of forming the electrode pattern in a 
predetermined pattern on the surface of a supporting sheet via a releasing layer, where 
a surface of the release layer is not formed with the electrode layer, with the electrode 
layer formed with a blank pattern layer having substantially the same thickness as that 
of the electrode layer, and the blank pattern layer is composed of substantially the same 
material as that of the green sheet, and the release layer includes substantially the 
same dielectric as that composing the green sheet.
